legal and eponoalo faoilltles, here mostly already become Swedish 
oi titans and merged with the Swedish community.

the political aim of the Balts in Sweden is not assimilation, 
but restsuration of the politloal independence and sbvereignity 
of their own oountrles (limited in the future in that respect so 
far as is imperative for the maintenance of universal pesos in 
a free and democratic world). Working, severally and jointly, 
for the said basio purpose, the Balts ^ong themselves are agreed 
that their independence oan be restored only throng another major 
war* In an internal evolution in Russia towards greater freedom 
and dmsooraoy they have no belief whatsoever. Tet it would be tm- * 
fair to oonolude that they are either "fascists* or "war-aongsre"* 
They simply are convinced that owing to the obvious Imperialism 
of the Communist doctrine in general and historical Russian "Mss- 
siahnism" in particular, World War HI will be unavoidable quite 
apart from the question whether they - the Balts - want it or not* 
They hold that post-war developments have in every important 
point confirmed their forecaste concerning Russian and Communist 
aspirations, and that a division of the world and Burope in gene* 
ral and of Germany in particular into two even territorially di- 
vided oampe ("two Germanise") will never last* They generally 
think that a) only the great weakness, and not strength, of Rus- 
sia, b) the atomic bomb, and o) American firmness have been the 
main factors of post-war "pesos". They are, however, of the opi- 
jiion that tine is working not for the western Denoormoles, but 
for 8ovlet Russia* 

In this situation ths Baltic refugees just try to point out 
tbs dangers of Communism and Russia, and to ses that ths question 
of thsir oountrles will nqb disappear, either openly or by tacit 
agreement, from the order of the dey.

lng until 1979* or tbs Soviet occupation. In tbs Baltic States 
no political rdls whatever) , while tbs "olique" or ruling oirolss * ■ 
based themselves mainly on the Agrarians (Old Banters, or oonsar- 
vative peasants). Konstantin Pits in Bstonia and Karlis 
in Zatwla were directly tbs acknowledged leaders of the farmers *

or simply groundless, end in many eases deliberately spread by 
paid or unpaid Soviet agents. (Corresponding Soviet instructions 
were reoeatly by a chance discovered in a camp in Germany. )

In spite of the fact , that the Estonians oocstitute the most 
numerous and already therefore the "leading" group of the Baltlo 
.refugees in Swsdsn, they do not seem to hare obtained the same 
* kind of oomparatlrely centralised political organisation as tha 
; Latvians. In 1943 and 1944, or tha last years of the German oc- 
cupation of the Baltlo, an underground Batlonal Oounoll oopslst- 
lng of representatlres of all the major partite warn oreated alfco . 
in Bstoala, under the direotion of Professor JUrl Uluote. the 
last oonstitutional Prime Minister of the Bepublio of Betonia, 
and therefore, President *wf**n*±n Pfrfc* having been in 1940 "de- 
ported to Soviet Russia, the oonstitutional holder also of the 
President' a offioe.
